years ago sounded its death knell 
today by formally denouncing the 
naval lim itation pact. 
Hirosi Saito, Japanese am bassa­ 
dor, presented to Secretary ol State 
Hull Japan's notification of its in ­ 
tention to abrogate the treaty De­ 
cember 31. 1936, the earliest pos­ 
sible date. 
The ambassador m ade public an 
offcial statem ent outlining Jap an ’s 
position, expressing the hope that 
a substitute pact would be agreed 
upon, and emphasizing Japan's wil­ 
lingness to cut its navy in half and 
abolish all battleships and airplane 
carriers if 
other sea-powers 
re­ 
duced their fleets. 
Japan's formal denunciation fol­ 
lowed unsuccessful talks in London 
designed to smooth the way for the 
1935 naval conference. 
Another naval treaty, the London 
pact, autom atically ends December 
31. 1936. Thus there will be no in­ 
ternational agreem ent lim iting n a ­ 
vies after th a t date unless a new 
one is signed.
